-England’s special energy situation 


_ which is’ characterized by ‘energy 


costs that average 25 percent high- 
er than those in any other region, 
is most welcome. Unfortunately, 
however, een hee pee new 
program. would have hars Teper- 
mations for our region, And, like 
its predecessor, it siinply ‘would 
not achieve the desired end of 
substantially reducing energy con- 
sumption in the area. 
Proponents of an increased im- 
port duty obviously believe that‘an 
added tax' would force consumption 
cutbacks, What they fail to recog- 
nize is that most New England 
consumers haye already reduced 
their consumption by the maxi- 
mum feasible amount—-an average 
of about 20 percent during the past 
year alone. Thus, no. matter how 
high ‘prices go, most people in 
Maine and New England cannot 


cut back any further on their fuel 


consumption—noft, at least, if they 
are going to stay warm. The only 
effects of an added import duty 
would be that inflation would in- 
crease, the poor and the elderly 
would sink deeper into poverty, 
and the middle class would see its 
standard. of living still further re- 
duced, 


Like President Ford, 1 realize 
that this country must make every 
effort to reduce our consumption of 
foreign oil. But I am also cone 
vinced that we should focus our 
conservation efforts on segments 
of the economy that still have 
some flexibility to cut back, , 

One way to do this would be tp 
strengthen the existing mandatory 
allocation program and the use of 
import quotas, Under a stronger 
allocation program, the Federal 
Energy Administration would sim- 
ply apportion oil fairly among the 
Ss » This would guarantee a 
fair supply to consumers in every 
region, but would avoid a burden- 
some price increase on low-income 
consumers 

The States would then have pri- 
mary responsibility to allocate of] 
and gasoline among various con- 
tending uses, including home heat- 
ing, transportation, industry and, 
recreation, , 

I would also favor strong meas- 
ures that directly attack the wast- 
ing of energy. Perhaps the most 
shameful fact. to emerge from our 
national energy debate is that our 
Society wastes at least one-third 
of the energy it consumes, Coinei- 
dentally, this figure approximates 
our degree of dependence on for- 
elgn imports—the foreign imports 
that have quadrupled in price dur 
ing the Jast year or so,

Significant energy savings are 
also possible in industry through

ses and greater use of recycled 
materials, Additionally, utility rate 
structures could be redesigned 4o 
reward individual efforts to reduce, 
energy consumplion in the house- 
hold. If an individual insists on 
having a house full of energy con- 
suming gadgets, I see no reason 
why his electrical bill should not 
reflect his extravagances. 

I offer these suggestions not as 
4 -comprehensive program, but as 
example of ways in whieh we 
might seck to discourage excessive 
energy consumption — falr ways, 
which would reduce our nattonal 
energy consumption, but which 
would not fall too heavily on those 
who have already cut their con- 
sumption to the minimum. I’d wel- 
come any additional ideas that you 
may have in this area,
